EATH BLOWS 


Two Santa Fe Trains 
Knocked Out. 


California Express Rushes into 
the Fast Mail. 


Their Front Ends Mangled by a 
Anghttul Explosion. 


THREE ENCINES IN A HOLE

Wreck Occurs Three Miles East 
of Emporia, Kan.—William J. 
Bryan Among the Passengers. 
The Work of Rescue. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Sept. 8.—A 
special to the Times from Emporia, 
Kan., says: 

“One of the worst wrecks in the 
history of the Santa Fé Railroad oc- 
curred three miles east of here, about 
7:30 o’clock tonight. From twelve to 
fifteen persons were killed, and as 
many more were badly hurt. The 
fast mail train for the east and the 


bound, gollided head on. - 


was pulled by two locomotives, and 
when they struck the engine drawmhge 
the fast mail, the boilers of all three 
engines exploded and tore a hole in 
the ground so deep that the smoking 
car of the west-bound’train went in 
on top of the three engines and two 
wrecked mail cars, and balanced there 
without turning over. 

“The passengers in the smoking car 
escaped through the windows. The 
front end of this car was enveloped in 
a volume of stifling smoke and steam 
belching up from the wreck below, 
and the rear door was jammed tight 
in the wreck of the car behind. The 


| wreck caught fire from the engines. 'The 


cars in the hole and the smoking car 
burned to ashes in a very short time. 
In climbing from the smoking car sev- 
eral men fell through the rifts in the 
wreck below, and it is impossible to 
tell whether they escaped or were 
burned to death. 

“The west-bound train carried eight 
coaches, and its passengers included 
many excursionists who had been to 
hear W. J. Bryan speak at the county 
fair at Burlingame. Mr. Bryan him- 
self was on the train, but was riding 
in the rear Pullman, some 400 feet 
from the cars that were wrecked. He 
states that nothing but a heavy jolt 
was experienced by the passengers in 
his coach. 

“Mr. Bryan was one of the noblest 
in the crowd of helpers. He helped to 
remove the dead ‘and wounded. One 
poor fellow, who was badly inaimed, 
called to Mr. Bryan and said: ‘I went 
to hear you today; I am dying now, 
‘and want to shake your hand and say 
God bless you. If you possibly can, 
Mr. Bryan, get me a drink of water.’”’ 
Mr. Bryan went into the fast mail 
car, one end of which was burning, 
and came out with the drink of water, 
which he gave to the suffering pas- 
sengér. He brought out cushions for 
others of the injured, and was every- 
where present to minister to the wants 
of the suffering. 

“It is feared that nearly all the seven 
mail clerks perished in the disaster, but 
so far only six bodies have been taken 
from the wreck. The known dead are:

“The engineers of the west-bound 
train had ‘received orders to meet the 
fast mail at Emporia, and were mak- 
ing up lost time. The two are the 
fastest trains on the Santa Fé system, 
and the west-bound train must have 
been running at least forty miles an 
hour. The west-bound express was 
going around a flight curve and met 
the fast mail, probably within two 
hundred feet. Of the seven or eight 
cars making up the Mexican and Cali- 
fernia express only the mail, bag; 
gage and express and smoking cars 
were destroyed. 

“The coach following the smoker was 
badly splintered. Every seat in the 
coach was torn from the floor, and 
many planks came up with the seats. 
One man, John Sweeney, was thrown 
over three seats and through a window, 
but escaped with omly scratches and 
bruises. The other cars of the fast 
mail train, a baggage and an express, 
were totally wrecked. 

“Tt is stated the wreck was caused 
by a miscarriage of orders. At Em- 
poria the fast mail received orders to 
pass the express at Lang. An order 
was sent to Lang for the California 
‘express to take the siding there, but 
this order was not delivered and the 
west-bound train passed on, the train- 
men *expecting to pass the fast mail 
at Emporia.’’ 

LATER:—At midnight it becomes 
apparent that the early’ estimates of 
the dead were exaggerated, and it is 
now evident that the number of dead 
will not exceed ten or eleven. free | 
the excitement early in the evening 
was reported that nearly all of the six 
postal clerks of the two trains were 
killed or missing. Two of the clerks 
were killed. All of the others save 
one are more or less seriously injured.

NO ARMOR PLANT. 


The Special Board Will not Recom- 
mend Government Ownership. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) . 

CHICAGO, Sept. 8.—The Post’s 
Washington special says: 

“From a high authority in the Navy 
Department it is learned that the in- 
fluence of that branch has been thrown 
against the proposition to establish a 
government plant for the manufac- 
ture of armor-plate for war vessels. 
The special board appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy to inspect the 
Bethlehem, Carnegie Steel. Company 
and Illinois Steel Company establish- 
ments, inquire into the construction of 
armor and collect facts bearing upon 
the desirability of having government 
armor-plate works, will not, it is un- 
derstood, make a definite recommen- 
dation, but it will present such data 
that Secretary Long may legitimately 
frame conclusions adverse to the sug- 
gestion. 

“The naval experts will state that, 
in their opinion, $400 per ton for ar- 
mor-plate -will yield the manufactur- 
ers a handsome profit, but that the 
government would save money by pay- 
ing that price in preference to under- 
taking the work on its own account.”

expected to arrive here soon on a tour 
of investigation. They say that Sena- 
tors White of California and Thurston 
of Nebraska, who will head the fight 
against annexation in Congress, will 
also visit Hawaii and attend a mass- 
meeting of natives which is alleged 
by the annexationists to have been 
called fof the purpose of convincing 
the Senators that the natives are bit- 
terly opposed to annexation. 

It is stated that Senators White and 

Thurston will superintend the draft- 
ing of a monster petition to Congress, 
in which the Hawaiians will assert 
that the government was torn from 
them through the action of American 
Minister Stevens. 
_ The mass meeting will be conducted 
entirely by Hawaiians and will be 
made as dramatic as possible. The 
idea is to work upon the sympathies 
of Senator Morgan and persuade him, 
if possible, that the natives have been 
robbed of lands and power by a hand- 
ful of rich and_ influential whites, 
backed by a treacherous American Min- 
ister. It is believed that the ex-Queen 
may arrive on the same steamer as the 
Senators, and that she will address 
the people at the mass meetings. 

The second card of the anti-annex- 
ationists is to be played upon the ar- 
rival here, late in September, of Sena- 
tors Pettigrew of South Dakota, Lee 
and Mantle of Montana and Frank 
Cannon of Utah, now in Japan and

He evinced 
no motion, though he knew that every 
person in the courtroom, including 
court, jury and spectators, was closely 
watching and taking note of his every 
action. In talking with his attorneys, 
he admitted that the knife was his 
property.

The spectators 
continue to be principally women. 
. Eugene B. Palmer, a reporter for the 
Chicago Journal, testified to having 
held a small bottle under a stream of 
pinkish matter which flowed from the 
sluice«vay of the vat when the police 
opened the valve. 

W. H. Stuart, also a Journal re- 
porter, corroborated the testimony of 
his confrere, and also testified to hav- 
ing delivered the same bottle of pinkish 
slime into the hands of an expert, who 
will be called later in the case.

| EIGHTY-SIX MEN “STRAPPED.” 


CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS LIKELY 
TO BE BROUGHT, 


The Queen Leaves Port Townsend 
+ With a Hundred and Ten Men. 
All Vessels Hereafter to Be 

Searched, 


‘(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


“VICTORIA (B.:C.,) Sept. 8.—There is 

trouble for all who took a hand in the 
scheme to take eighty-six miners to 
Dawson City on the collier Bristol and 
the river steamer Eugene. The latter 
has escaped from the Canadian cus- 
toms officers, but E. B. McFarland, the 
manager of the company which owns 
the steamers, is here, and the miners 
say that if they can get no rediesss out 
of him in the civil courts they will 
have the whole lot arrested for ob- 
taining money under false pretenses. 

They can getno satisfaction when 
they ask for the return of their money, 
being referred here, there and every- 
where when they ask for it. They paid 
$300 each for outfits, and many of the 
men put in every cent they had. Men 
who purchased outfits here are not so 
badly off, as Victoria merchants have 
offered to take back the outfits at the 
prices paid for them, but it is doubt- 
ful if they get their fares back, as so 
far-no really responsible persons seem 
to be interested. It is possible that 
they may be able to seize the Bristol. 

THE EUGENE’S RETURN. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Sept. 8. 
—Not a little surprise was created 
here this evening when, without pre- 
vious announcement, the stern-wheel 
steamer Eugene steamed into port. The 
cause of the surprise was that only 
two days ago the Eugene was reported 
to have been deserted in Alert Bay, 
where she was said to be gcing to 
pieces. The old craft is in a bad condi- 
tion, but is far from being a wreck. 

When she started from Comox to St. 
Michaels, in tow of the steamer Bris- 
‘tol, it was hoped that good weather 
would prevail, but the first night owt 
a rough sea was encountered, and the 
‘Eugene,: having a flat bottom, began to 
pound the sea heavily. Shelter was 
found in Alert Bay. 

As the Eugene had entered and left 
British Columbia fcr St. Michaels 
without going through the forms re- 
quired by the customs authorities, an 
effort was made to seize her while she 
was in British water, and she was 
chased -forty.miles by the tug Hope, 
which was-sent out from Victoria with 
a customs officer aboard, but Capt. 
Lewis says. he would have burned all 
the bacon aboard before the Eugene 
have beef overhauled by Her 
Majesty's officers. There is a chance 
that the craft Will- be seized by cus- 
toms officers here, as she was not 
cleared when taking her way north, ten 
days ago. The case will be acted upo 
tomorrow morning. | 


QUEEN GOES NORTH. |

8.—The steamer Queen sailed for 
Alaska at a late hour tonight, and, not- ;

8—When the 
steamer National City left St. Mich- 
aels, the steamer Cleveland was taking 
on ballast and expected to sail for 


Sound ports on August 30. Many of 


the passengers who had tickets for the 
Cleveland took passage in the Excel- 
sior. 

On the way down the river from 
Dawson City, which place the steamer 
Healy left on August 16, the steamer 
Weare was found hard and fast on a 
bar. She was passed on the 14th, be- 
ing then about twelve hundred miles 
from the mouth of the river. She had. 
been oh.the bar then for twenty days, 
and the Healy laying alongside, took 
off her passengers and some of her 
freight, and - then. proceedéd on the 
way down, Teaving the boat hard and 
fast aground, with wmall chances of 
getting off before the river closes. F. 
E. Leonard of Nanaimo says that the 


“Weare had on board 150 passengers 


and about $1,500,000 in treasure. This 


was transferred to the Healy and 
taken. to St. Michaels’ A considerable 
amount of this will arrive in San 


Francisco on the Excelsior. | 

When asked why he returned, Leon- 
ard said: “I found I-had to get out or 
starve. There are about four thousand 
men in Dawson, and not more than 
a third of them have work. If you have 
not a stock of grub you can’t get 
work at any price, I had provisions for 
three months, and no one wanted me. 
I hadn't enough to work my own chim 
until spring, so I sold my stock at 
a good figure, and. will wait until 
spring. Jim Dunsmuir, the El Dorado 
king, has had $30,000 worth of provi- 
sions ordered for some months, but 
has not been able to obtain more than 
a fifth of it, even with the cash put 
up in advante.” 

Those coming out, however, did not 
bring all of their clean-ups with them. 
Leonard recites numerous instances of 
men who had cleaned up from $50,000 
to $100,000, but had taken away barely 
a third of that. The men say that they 
made nothing themselves except. as 
wages at $15 a day for a month or so. 

. Lamb of Portland is authority 
for the statement that over fifty men 
have already died of scurvy this sum- 
mer. 

It is very doubtful whether any of 
the passengers who went up on the 
National City will set through this 
year. The small boat which some of 
the passengers had taken up on the 
deck: of. the-steamer has proved a dis- 
appointment. Her machinery has gone 
wrong and she draws too much water. 
There is enough provisions In the party 
however, to winter it out, and proceed 
up the river when spring opens. The 
Cleveland was expected to sail on the 
day after the National City’s depart- 
The Excelsior left St. Michaels 
twelve hours before the National City. 
Capt. Andérson feports that-6n Aug- 
ust 28 he passed: the st@éamer Humbokit, 
but did not speak her, and that *ehe 
in all probability arrived at St. Mich- 
aels the following day. 

COL. UNDERWOOD’S PROJECT.

They sparred and 
McCoy sent a left to the chest. McCoy 
uppercut.

There 
were cries of “foul,” as McCoy hit in 
a clinch. Ryan poked a left to. the 
face hard. McCoy rushed Ryan to the 
ropes, and swung two hard lefts on the 
body. Ryan reached the body with the 
right as the gong sounded. . 

round—Ryan fell short with 
a left lead. They clinched, and ex- 
changed lefts on the body. Ryan's 
right eye was bleeding from a jab. 
McCoy rushed, and Ryan fell to his 
knees, McCoy going over him. Both 
men laughed as they got up. Ryan 
sent a light left to the face. The“Kid” 
sent a left to the face, and they ex- 
changed hard lefts on the jaw. Ryan 
poked a left to the face. Ryan landed 
a right on the wind twice as the round 
closed, and his adherents cheered.

DEATHS FROM FEVER 


LAST JULY. 


In Several Instances There Were 
Complications With Other 
Deadly Diseases, 
NEW ORLEANS NOW HEALTHY. 


PUBLIC PULSE IS STRONGER AND 
MORE REGULAR. 


Every House Suggested Will Be 
Fumiganted—Many People Brought 
in by Train—Baton Rouge 
is Quarantined, 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 8.—When the 
Board of Health met today it had no 
additional cases to report in New Or- 
leans, and it was able to say that the 
local situation has vastly improved 
and that there were no present pros- 
pects of evil results following the death 
of the Gelpi child. The public pulsé 
here is vastly stronger and New Or- 
leans is almost ready to deelare that 
it has had a scare for nothing. Dr. 
Oliphant and his staff have slept but 
little in the past 72 hours, and have 
fairly honeycombed the city in search 
of fever cases without result, 

The result of.the canvass of wards 
at Ocean Springs, completed late this 
evening, shows theré have béen 748 
cases during the prevailing fever since 
July 8 The total deaths have been 
9, and in several instances physicians 
ceritficates show the fever was com- 
plicated with other diseases. There are 
believed to -have been only two deaths 
due to Yellow Jack. 

At the suggestion of Dr. Gant, every 
house where there has been sickness 
or is now, is betng fumigated. Dr. 
Gant.says whether the prevailing dis- 
ease is yellow fever or low malaria, 
it is certainly contagious.

TRAIN-ROBBERS FIRE 


BUCKSHOT LODGES IN A LONE 
TRAMP’S HIP. 


South-bound Southern Pacific 
press Held Up Between Lathrop 
and Ripon Last Evening. 

YWISCREANTS’ PLANS BALKED. 


fHEY FLY WHEN DEPUTIES GO TO 
PULL THEIR GUNS. 


Mrs. Bell Swears That Thomas is not 
Her Son—County Assessment 
Reduced—Letter-carriers. 
Preacher Arrested, 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

LATHROP, Sept. 8—The Southern 
Pacific express train No. 17, from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles, was held 
up at the switch near Marriano at 9 
o’clock this evening. 

Elaborate preparations have been 
made by the train-robbers, who had 
piled ten ties across the track and set 
the pile on fire. As the train slowed 
up, the robbers, who were standing 
beside a fence near the track, fired 
five shots at the trainmen. A tramp 
riding on top of the baggage-car was 
shot in the hip, the only person 
wounded. 

Two deputy sheriffs who happeried 
to be on the train tried to retu the 
fire, but the robbers, becoming fright- 
ened, ran across the fields in the direc- 
tion of the San Joaquin River, without 
making any further attempt to loot 
the train. The deputy sheriffs left the 
train at Ripon, and ,are organizing a 
posse to pursue the robbers. 

As the train stopped, several of the 

tramps on top of the cars, who were 
riding stretched out, raised up, and it 
is surmised that the robbers seeing 
these, supposed they were guards and 
began firing at them, with the result 
that one was badly injured. The in- 
jured man was taken to Modesto for 
attendance. It being evident that there 
were no other robbers, the train pro- 
ceeded to Ripon cautiously, arriving 
twenty-five minutes late. 
- Sheriff Cunningham at Lathrop, was 
notified immediately after the train 
arrived at Ripon, and at once pro- 
ceeded to the scene. It being a clear 
moonlight night, he will probably be 
able to follow the tracks in the field. 
The robbers were on foot at the time 
of the shooting, but no doubt had 
horses at a convenient place. After 
leaving the fields it will be difficult to 
follow them along the traveled country 
roads. 

In the last robbery, when the robbers 
were frightened, one left a part of his 
coat on a barb-wire as he climbed over 
the fence, and this may lead to a 
clew and is the only known clew that 

cers have at present. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

RIPON. Sept. 8.—The south-bound ex- 
press-train from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles was stopped here for twenty 
minutes by a crude attempt to hold 
up the train. At an open place on the 
line near Marriano, five miles from 
here, ten ties had been piled on the 
track and thé wood ignited. The train 
slowed up as it approached the burn- 
ing pile, and two men who were lurk- 
ing behind the fence on the side of 
the track fired aimlessly toward the 
train. One of the charges of buckshot 
entered the hip of a tramp who was 
stealing a ride on the top of one of 
the cars. 
~The attempted robbery was not un- 
expected, the ties having been piled on 
the track in a similar manner a few 
nights ago. Anticipating a renewal of 
the attempt, Sheriff Cunningham had 
placed two deputies on the train, one 
of whom was riding in the cab. As 
soon as the train stopped, the deputy 
leaped from the cab and the robbers 
fled precipitately toward the San Joa- 
quin River, eight or ten miles distant, 
without making any further effort to 
loot the train. 

Deputy Sheriffs Black and Wall 
could not get near enough to the rob- 
bers to open fire on them, and the track 
being uninjured, the train proceeded to 
this station, where the deputies. took 
the trail to try to capture the robbers 

It is reported here that late tonight 
the deputies arrested a man under sus- 
picion of being a member of the gang, 
and took him with them by team to 
Stockton. 

The injured tramp is being treated 
here, and will recover. The passengers 
knew nothing of the attempt until the 
brief episode was concluded. The at- 
tempted robbery was amateurish in the 
extreme. The place selected for the 
hold-up was the poorest in the country, 
from a robber’s standpoint. It was on 
an open plain, distant from trees and 
shelter of.any sort. When the train 
slowed up, the two robbers, who stood 
like sentries behind the fence, fired 
blindly in the direction of the train and 
then ran away.

BILL FOR’ BUTLER. 


Australia Charges it Upon \ameorion 
and Waxes Indignant. ; 
[BY THF TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

VANCOUVER (B. Sept. s.— 
[Special Dispatch.j Australian advices 
received today say that papers deal- 
ing with the cost of extraditing Frank 
Butler, the murderer, from San Fran- 
cisco, were laid on the table-of the 
Legislative Council of New South 
Wales recently by Atty.-Gen. Want. 
The impression was conveyed 
charges were made by the United 
States government. fn fact, that was 
the general belief in Australia, and 
occasioned unnecessary and wide- 
spread indignation. The documents, 
however, show that the enormous de- 
mand of £6000 really comes from so0- 
licitors engaged to deal with the case 
by the British Consul at San Fran- 
cisco, and it is the Consul who makes 
the extraordiary suggestion thac a 
punchbowl, tea and coffee service, with 
Salver, or other similar article or ar- 
ticles (worth about £100,) with a suit- 
able inscription, be presented to the 
Attorney-General or Federal District 
Attorney at San Francisco. 

The first document is a minute from 
Mr. Want to the Colonial Secretary, in 
Which he. says the charges are so ex- 
travagant that he could not believe 
they had been properly considered, end 
he thought the matter was of so much 
importance to the colony that he had 
written a special minute about it. The 
first part of that minute is a recanitu- 
lation of what has been published in 
regard to the-extradition, and protest- 
ing again Chamberlain’s directions that 
all applications to foreign countries 
for arrest of fugitive offenders must be 
filtered through imperial authorities 
and diplomatic channels. 

Mr. Want said he disregarded a por- 
tion of .Chamberlain’s minute and ca- 
bled direct to the San Francisco police 
to effect the arrest, knowing that if 
Butler landed, there might be great 
difficulties in finding him, and the 
property of his victims, which was the 
strongest evidence of his guilt, might 
be totally lost. Then follow the pub- 
lished letters from Messrs. Cormac and 
Donohue in which they put ddwn their 
bills, and a letter from the British Con- 
sul to the Marquis of Salisbury, rec- 
ommending that Dist.-Atty. Foote be 
presented with asuitable present, com- 
patible with his dignity, as bearing 
the nafmes of high authorities repre- 
senting Great Britain.

Welburn in Coart. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 8.—O. M. 
Welburn, ex-Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue, appeared in the United States 
District Court to answer to the in- 
dictments found against him. His at- 
torney filed a demurrer to twenty-five 
of the forty-three counts charging that 
Welburn shaved the warrants of 
Thomas Sinnott, a gauger. The ground 
of the demurrer is that the indictment 
does not charge that Welburn had in 
his possession more money for the pur- 
pose than he paid to Sinnott. The de- 
murrer was argued and submitted, and 
Judge de Haven will render his de- 
cision on it Friday. 


Rivalry Over a High School. 


SAN LUIS OBISPO, Sept. 8.—Much 
rivalry prevails among the towns of 
this county over the location of a high 
school, and the Arroyo Grande people 
claim that to prevent the maintenance 
of a High Schcol at that place, the 
board of control placed the levy so low; 
that the school could not be opened. 
The friends of the Arroyo Grande 
school are very indignant, and have 
appealed to District Attorney Dorn, 
who says that the members of the 
board of control in making such a low 
levy are guilty of malfeasance in of- 
fice, and may be removed fro moffice. 


Prospects in Olympic Mountains. 


TACOMA (Wash.,) Sept. 8.--Charles 
Brannon and Charles Gilbert of Brin- 
non, Jefferson county, have just re- 
turned from prospecting in the Olym- 
pic Mountains. They bring back sam- 
ples of croppings which have assayed 
$612.50, constituting .the richest strike 
yet reported from that, section. The 
ore was found at the head of Dose- 
wallip River, near the divide. Other 
rich finds are also reported. which as- 
say from $8 to $20, and are located 
from six to fourteen miles from tide 
water. 


False Witness not Perjury. — 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 8.—The Su- 
preme Court has reversed the judgment 
of the lower court in the case of Louis 
Cohen, who is now serving a term in 
San Quentin for swearing falsely in 
favor of Louis Sternberg, who was 
charged with ballot-box stuffing in 
this city. In Cohen’s appeal the plea 
was made that the officer of the court 
who administered the oath had no 
legal-right to do so. Consequently per- 
jury was not committed.

The Board of Fire Commissioners 
met yesterday in regular session but 
they transacted little business of pub- 
lic interest. It was decided that the 
Fire and Police Commissioners should 
meet jointly next Wednesday to pass 
upon the proposal to establish a police 
signal and fire-alarm system for the 
city. A protest by the Southern Pa- 
cific against the boring of oil wells 
near the company’s yards was declared 
by the board to he too late.

FIRE COMMISSIONERS. 


ROUTINE BUSINESS TRANSACTED 
AT YESTERDAY’S MEETING. 
The Police and the Fire Commis- 
sioners Will Decide N@éxt Week 
Upon Thye’s Signal and Alarm 

System—Street Assessments. 


The Board of Fire Commissioners 
met yesterday morning but the session 
developed little of public interest. The 
proposition of M. P. Thye to furnish 
a police signal and fire alarm system 
was briefly discussed. It was finally 
decided that it should’ be taken up 
at a joint meeting of the Fire and Po- 
lice Commissioners to be held ‘next 
Wednesday. The other business trans- 
acted yesterday was merely routine 
matters. The protest of the Southern 
Pacific against oil boring near its 
tracks was overruled, a permit having 
already been granted. 

Upon the recommendation of Chief 
Moore a permit was granted to Pierre 
Nicols to bore for oil on lot 1, Yorba 
tract, and Scott and Loftus were 
granted permission to-erect and main- 
tain an engine and boiler at St. Louis 
and Scott streets. 

A permit to operate a boiler and en- 
gine at Fifth and Alameda streets 
was granted to the Standard Paving 
Company. 

A communication from the Native 
Sons inviting the Fire Commissioners 
to take part in today’s parade was 
read and the invitation was accepted. 

A protest was received from F. G. 
Hutchison against the erection of oil 
tanks by the Redondo Railway in the 
block bounded by Thirty-sixth and 
Thirty-eighth streets, Del Norte and 
Grand avenues. The chief was in- 
structed to investigate the matter. 

The cases of callman W. F. Gardner 
and J. F. Sloan, charged with failing 
to respond to alarms, were referred to 
the Chief. 

The Southern Pacific filed a protest 
against the granting of permits to 
bore for oil in the tract of land 
bounded by Buena Vista, College and 
San Fernando streets. The company 
alleged that it is the owner of four 
fifths of this land and that an oil well 
would endanger its workshops and 
‘buildings. The protest had special ref- 
erence to the petition of William Dry- 
den and A. E. Martin for a permit to 
simk an oil well. The clerk was in- 
structed to inform the railroad com- 
pany that the petitions had obtained 
the consent of a majority of the prop- 
erty owners in the block and the permit 
had therefore been granted.

JAPAN AND IRELAND. 


A Son of Erin Disfigured by Those 


Little Brown Men. 


Japan triumphed over old Ireland 
yesterday in a shameful manner. In 
other words, a member of the Irish race 
suffered severely. at thé hands of a 
trio .of little brown men. Big John 
Sheehan was the victim. 

Sheehan is a _ typical chain-gang 
hobo, who was r@leased from the City 


Jail but a few days ago.+ Yesterday 


afternoon he regaled his inner man in 
a Japanese restaurant on Los Angeles 
Street. But he forgot to reckon with 
his host when he had had. his fill. 
Sheehan says a friend of his had al- 
ready paid for the dinner, but the Japs 


“nit.”’ At any rate, when Sheehan 


attempted to leave the place without 
Settling with the cashier, three sawed- 
off Japs climbed his frame. ‘While two 
held him down, the third shattered a 
big green bottle to pieces on his head. 
Sheehan’s scalp was frightfully cut, 
and his clothes were saturated with 
gore.. 

Police Officer Conley arrested the 
three Japs and’sent them to the City 
Jail, while Sheehan was sent to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital for repairs. The Japs 
were subsequently released on bail to 
appear in the Police Court to answer 
the charge of battery today.

IS NEARING THE CLOSE. 


STATE’S EVIDENCE AGAINST Me- 
CAMISH NEARLY IN, 


Aa. 


Some Very Important Testimony 
Brought Out Yesterday — Madi- 
son’s Story of McCamish’s Al- 
leged Confession in the Ventura 
County Jail. 3 


The trial of Ed McCamish for the 
murder of McCoy Pyle at Castaic Sta- 
tion on April 24 last was resumed be- 
fore Judge Smith and a jury in De- 
partment One:of the Superior Court 
yesterday. A large number of wit- 
nesses on behalf of the prosecution 
were examined on material points, 
swelling the list of witnesses who have 
thus far testified in the case to nearly 
forty. About a dozen more for the 
prosecution will be examined. 

Just before the noon adjournment 
yesterday Judge Smith informed the 
prosecuting attorney, Asst. Dist.Atty. 
Williams, that no more witnesses could 
be sworn for the purpose of bringing 
out the story of the crime as told by 
McCamish. That point, if not yet es- 
tablished to the satisfaction of the 
jurors upon the testimony of nearly 
thirty witnesses, could not be estab- 


| lished by a hundred. If the contrary 


were true, then enough evidence had 
already been introduced. Judge Smith 
also called attention to the needless- 
ness of further identification of the 
articles found in McCamish’s room, the 
alleged theft of which led up to the 
murder of Pyle while searching for the 
supposed robbers at Castaic Station. 
The Judge has frequently manifested 
impatience during the trial over the 
similarity of the testimony of many 
witnesses, and has repeatedly warned 
the attorneys in the case that they 
were going over unnecessary ground. 

Sheriff Charlebois of Ventura re- 
sumed his testimony at the opening of 
the morning session, identifying the ar- 
ticles found by him in McCamish’s 
room, and. which McCamish claimed 
were stolen by the robbers. 

“After I had completed the search,” 
he said, “I went out and inquired con- 
cerning McCamish’s whereabouts, and 
was told by people about town that he 
‘had gone up into the hills on his mule 
with some cattle.. I gained entrance 
into the church next door to McCa- 
mish’s house, and waited for his return. 
Finally I saw him coming down the 
road. He passed the church and 
stopped in front of a house on the op- 
posite side of the street. I left the 
church, accompanied by my deputy, 
Mr. Graham, and approaching McCa- 
mish, commanded to throw up his 
hands. He was still on his mule, and 
as I drew near him he reached for his 
revolver. I again told him to surren- 
der, and do it quickly, and he com- 
plied. Graham placed a pair of hand- 
cuffs upon his wrists. I then took him 
to Ventura and placed him in the 
County Jail. On the way over McCa- 
mish made the remark that it was 
pretty hard to come near being sh6t 
and then be arrested beside. 

“A day or so before I arrested Mc- 
Camish I had a talk with him about 
the murder, telling him that he knew 
more about the matter than any one 
else, and I wanted to get his story. He 


| was very nervous and I noticed much 


difficulty in catching his eye.” 

On cross-examination witness de- 
scribed more particularly the search of 
the room and the articles found, sup- 
posed to have been stolen on the night 
before the murder. He testified to 
having found the window screen in the 
room cut out on the side and bottom 
and was of the impression that the 
cutting had been done from the inside. 

Stanley Rutledge, who worked on 
the Newhall ranch, was recalled. He 
said McCamish, in describing the mur- 
der, said that he had one pair of hand- 
cuffs which he had secured upon one of 
the robbers and that Pyle had none. 
Witness asked him what he was going 
to do with the other robber, and he 
said: ‘‘We were going to bind him with 
a rope.” 

Mr. Rutledge’s statement concerning 
the rope was one of the most important 
bits of testimony brought. out during 
the day, as it is claimed that it will 
completely dispose of the attempt to 
prove that McCamish had more than 
one pair of handcuffs with him on the 
night of the murder. McCaiish 
stated that one of the tramps:ran away 
with a pair upon his wrists. When 
defendant was arrested he had in his 
possession a pair of handcuffs belong- 
ing to him. Pyle gave his to Dalli 
Lineberger, it appears, before going to 
Castaic station, leaving himself and 
defendant with but a single pair— 
those found in McCamish’s possession 
after the murder. The _ prosecution 
contends that this explodes the theory 
that one of the tramps was hnadcuffed, 
thus impeaching one of the most im- 
portant statements yet made by the 
accused man. 

When court reassembled after the 
lunch hour, George Grimes of Fill- 
more was called for the purpose of 
identifying a knife found in McCa- 
mish’s room, after the murder.. Wit- 
ness testified that he purchased the 
knife over a year ago, and gave it 
to McCamish. 

Thomas Marple, a rancher, residing 
at Castaic Cafion, saw two men pass 
his house the day before the murder. 
They stopped and obtained a drink of 
water. They came from Castaic. On 
the morning of the murder, witness 
arose at 3 o'clock, as his wife was 
going to Saugus. He was at the house 
all day, and saw. no one pass on the 
road leading by his place, and on to 
Saugus—the direction in which Mc- 
Camish said the robber and slayer of 
Pyle had gone, after the commission of 
the crime. McCamish had called at- 
tention to the footprints of two men 
leading from Castaic station past the 
Marple residence, and claimed they 
were made by the fugitives. The evi- 
dence of Marple, afterward corrobor- 
ated by his’ wife, tends to show that 
the tracks were those.of the men who 
passed that way the day before. © 


| Bradfield to the. room of McCamish 


and seeing the ring taken from the 
funnel. This has been identified as 
the ring- which McCamish said was 
taken from his finger when the alleged 
robbery was committed. 

C. P. Allen, a barber of Fillmore, 
testified that on the night of the al- 
leged robbery he passed the house at 
which McCamish was rooming, and no- 
ticed a light coming from his window. 
That was between 11 and 11:30 o’clock. 
He paid no particular attention to the 
matter until the next day when the 
robbery was reported about town. 

William Stone ‘was recalled for the 
purpose of identifying the revolver 
with which McCamish said he fired at 
the tramps. 

H. Slotterbeck, a gunsmith, was the 
next witness called by the prosecution, 
the examination being along expert 
lines. Witness was shown cartridges 
taken from McCamish’s revolver, the 
bullet which was taken from Pyle’s 
head, and McCamish’s revolver, and 
was asked if it was his impression that 
the bullet had been discharged from 
the weapon handed him. Witness re- 
plied that he was pretty certain that 
it had been, and explained that the 
rifling on the bullet and that of, the 
barrel corresponded. The cartridges 
found in McCamish’s revolver and the 
builet found in Pyle’s head were of a 


} peculiar make, and possessed certain 
‘paints in style found in no other make. 


W. E. Dorman was running a shoe- 
making shop next door to the house 
where McCamish roomed. On _ the 
night of the alleged robbery he heard 
a knock at his door and asked who 
Was there. He didn’t recognize the 
man’s voice. Nothing of particular in- 
terest or importance was elicited from 
witness. 

Cc. P. Haag, a Times reporter, who 
reparted the proceedings of the pre- 
liminary examination of McCamish, 
was sworn, and asked concerning a 
conversation had with McCamish on 
the train while being brought to the 
County Jail. Witness said the prisoner 
expressed himself as realizing what a 
trial it must be on a guilty man under 
circumstances similar to these sur- 
rounding himself. McCamish stated to 
him, however, that he had gained ten 
pounds in weight during.his inearcera- 
tion in the Ventura County Jail. Wit- 
ness asked him how he accounted for’ 
the articles alleged by him to have 
been stolen being afterward found in 
his room. McCamish replied that he 
could not account for this strange cir- 
cumstance. This was an admission, 
by inference, on the part of the ac- 
cused man that he knew the articles 
to be at his room. 

Dally Lineberger announced that he 

had been notified that: his range near 
Fillmore was on fire, and wished to be 
excused to go to it. The prosecution 
called him to the stand for a few 
minutes, and he was allowed to go. 
Witness identified the bullet taken 
from Pyle’s head and one which he 
had taken from McCamish’s revolver. 
He had weighed and examined them 
and found them to be the same. 
_ John W. Graham, a Deputy Sheriff of 
Ventura county, followed. Witness 
said he went to the scene of the mur- 
der on the day of the killing. He took 
a horse and went over the mountains 
in search of the tramps. The next day 
he returned to Fillmore, where he re- 
ported his failure to find the fugitives 
to the Sheriff. 

“T went to hunt up the Hot Springs 
men, and found out who they were. 
They were at Saticoy—one Fulton, 
Ashley and: Johnson. I went back to 
Fillmore, after finding that the men 
did not correspond with the descrip- 
tion of the robbers as given me by 
McCamish. 

‘“T went to McCamish’s house and 
examined the window screen which had 
been cut. I found the screen turned 
outward.” 

Witness testified to having assisted 
Sheriff Charlebois in the arrest of Mc- 
Camish. ‘I commanded McCamish to 
throw up his hands. He did so, and 
then immediatély reached for his re- 
volver. The Sheriff warned him to 
surrender at once, and as he again 
threw up his hands, 1 placed the hand- 
cuffs upon his wrists. We then took 
him to jail. 
James Johnson took the stand, and 
said he was one of the men whom 
Deputy Sheriff Graham had followed 
to Saticoy upcn the suspicion that they 
might have been the robbers referred 
to by McCamish. Witness had been 
working for Fulton, and he left Fill- 
nore on the train. Johnson gave i 
good account of his whereabouts (in 
the night of the supposed robbery. 
The men’s clothing was not like that 
described by McCamish as being worn 
by the robbers. 

Mrs. Olive Good, sister of Mrs Pyle, 
visited the Los Angeles County Jail 
shortly after the tragedy merely out 
of curiosity, she said. While looking 
about the prison McCamish was 
pointed out to her by a deputy sheriff 
who introduced him to her. She had 
a short conversation with the prisoner 
about the murder and expressed the 
hope that his guilt or innocence would. 
promptly be proven. She told him that 
the general supposition was that he 
had killed Pyle, and referred to the 
strong! evidence resting against him. 

The case was adjourned until Fri- 
day morning, there being no ‘session 
today on account of it being a legal 
holiday. 

It is expected that the prosecution 
will have examined all its witnesses 
by Friday noon and it is probable that 
the defense may submit its case by 
Friday night. 

Much concern has been manifested 
in the courtroom during the past few 
days over the.probable course of the 
prosecution relative to the introduc- 
tion of McCamish’s confession alleged 
to have been made at the Ventura jail 
prior to the preliminary examination, 
and which was testified to by one James 
Madison, a fellow~-prisoner, serving a 
short sentence for a pettv offense. 

Madison, when he testified at the 
preliminary examination claimed that 
shortly after McCamish was brought 
to the Ventura jail, the two became 
intimate, and that one day McCamish 
admitted having killed McCoy Pyle 
while the latter: was asleep in the 

Castaic station. Madison informed 
Sheriff Charlebois of the alleged con- 
fession, and quite a sensation was 
created at the preliminary examina- 
tion, when Madison was sworn and 
his story related. 

Madison frankly admitted, upon 
cross-examination, that his past record 
had not been of the best. He had been 
roaming about the country aimlessly 
for several years; had tended bar and 
gambled alternately for a living. As 
his time in jail had been nearly served 
he could offer no reason for exposing 
MeCamish other than that he was 
prompted by cons¢ientious' scruples. 
His testimony at the examination was 
in substance as follows, made up of 
extracts as found in the official rw 
port: 

“Wellduring the timeI wasin Ven- 
tura jail and treated as a trusty, Mc- 
Camish and I had several conversa- 
tions together and he admitted that 
he killed Pyle while. he was asleep in 
the Castaic statidn. I asked him about 
the handcuffs and why he didn’t throw 
them away and planned to 
put them away that .night with the 
his. things—to bury them or 
something—but he didn’t have time, 
and said he was watched too long. 
He said he laid awake up to about 2 
o’clock and then he fell asleep, and then 
it was too late the next day. I said, 
‘It looks very hard for you,’ and he 
said ‘Yes, I killed Pyle. What will 
I do?’ I said, ‘You naturally will have 
to get up some defense,’ and he asked 
my advice on the subject. I told him 
to say that he was being jobbed and 


. from that time on he told me. the 


whole business. 


was going to kill him or poison’ him 
about six months before, but he dfan’t 
‘want her to do it,’ and that he took 
the job upon himself and planned 
some other way of killing him. 

‘Lasked him just how he killed Pyle, 
and he said, ‘I killed him while he was 
asleep.’’ He asked me to help him get 
out of it and Wanted me to bring him 
poison at Los Angeles. He then asked 
me not to say anything about the 
Whole affair on the outside.” 

Madison cannot be found at the pres- 
ent time and just how the prosecution 
expects to bring his story of the al« 
leged confession into the present trial 
has not been stated.

Damaging Testimony Introduced by 
the Defense.

The taking cf testimony in the case 
against County Surveyor E, T. Wright 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Hodgkins,for the pur- 
pose ofhaving vacateda decree in insol- 
vency and forthe recovery of moneyal- 
leged tobedueoncertain promissory 
notes, was concluded yesterday after- 
noon in Department Four and adjourn- 
ment was taken until Friday morning, 
when the case will be argued and sub- 
mitted tothe jury. 

The plaintiff’s husband and the de- 
fendant, E. T. Wright, were at one 
' time engaged in business in this city 
as partners. Mr. Hodgkins died and 
his widow, as administratrix of his 
estate, continued the business with Mr.

he found that he could no longer meet - 
the financial demands made upon him 
in the course of his business trans- 
actions and so informed Mrs. Hodg- 
Kins, at the same time telling her that 
he proposed going into insolvency. He 
offered her, he states, any property 
he possessed to satisfy the notes, and 
subsquently transferred her his 
home property and the north half of 
Block B, after which he petitioned for . 
and was declared an insolvent debtor 
Mrs. Hodgkins afterward expressed 
dissatisfaction with this arrangement, 
declaring the property to have been 
heavily encumbered and: that it had 
proved of no profit to her. 

By the evidence introduced by the 
plaintiff in the pending suit it was in- 
tended to show that Mr. Wright, at 
the time of the insolvency proceed- 
ings, was in posession of six shares of

LOPSIDED ARBITRATION. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Washington, published in Tue Tres 
of yesterday, giving particulars of the 
formal acceptance by the Japanese gov- 
ernment of the proposition to arbitrate 
its differences with Hawaii, contains 
the following paragraph: 

“The reasons-assigned by the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs of Hawaii in 
favor of the arbitration make it also 
desirable that the award, when pro- 
nounced, shall be of the most com- 
manding character. Consequently the 
imperial governments propose that the 
two governments shall, when the 
proper time arrives, unite in request- 
ing that His Majesty, the King ot the 
Belgians, may be pleased to accept 
the position of sole arbitrator.” 

There are good reasons why the Jap- 
anese government should desire the 
selection of King Leopold as arbitra- 
tor in this matter, and _ there are 
equally good reasons why the United 
States and Hawaii should strongly op- 
pose such selection. In case the deci- 
sion should be left to the King of 
the Belgians, there is every probabil- 
ity that the wily Asiatics will ge. all 
they ask, if not something more. Leo- 
pold is the black sheep among mon- 
archs. Even on a continent where a 
divinity continues to hedge around 
| the throne, he has no moral or finan- 
cial standing, and even the social sta- 
tus which -belongs to his position is 
grudgingly given him in many quar- 
ters. He is a man of utterly dissolute 
character, whose amiours with , act- 
resses and other people’s wives fur- 
nish a constant theme for gossip in the 
society circles of the old world. How- 
ever, in this he is merely carrying out 
a record made by many of his pre- 
decessors. Furthermore, he is a whole- 
sale and persistent debaucher of young 
girls, who are imported from London 
and other cities for ‘his special benefit.

THE IRISH CROP FAILURES. 

Advices from various parts of Ire- 
land indicate that there has been a 
general and an almost total failure of 
the crops throughout thé island. In- 
clement weather has practically de- 
stroyed the harvests. and the present 
outlook points to inevitable and wide- 
spread suffering. Reports from the 
sections which in normal years are 
most productive leave no doubt as to 
the general character of the destruc- 
tion that has been wrought. It ap- 
pears that practftally the whole of Ire- 
land must depend upon the outside 
world for its food-supply forthe ne 
year. The prospect is likened to that 
of-the “black year” of 1847, when 
thousands of people actually starved 
to death in the “Emerald Isle.” 
for relief have been offered 

the Irish churches; but. something 
of a more practical and substantial 
nature than prayers in the churches 
will be needed to save the people of 
Ireland from starvation. Systematic 
relief work ‘will be necessary, and it 
will have to be continued until the 
danger is past and the distress is re- 
lieved by the bounty of nature. - 

Serious as the situation appears. to 
be, it is by no means so serious as 
that of 1847. Transportation facilities 
have wonderfully multiplied ' within 
the past fifty years, and it is possible 
to forward supplies from one part of 
the world to another very quickly. 
The people of Ireland will not be al- 
lowed to die of starvation while there 
are food supplies in the United States 
to relieve their distress... The British 
government will no doubt take prompt 
and effective measures of relief, so 
soon as the extent of the suffering to 
be relieved can be authentically deter- 
mined. The losses to Irish farmers, 
by reason of the failure of their crops, 
will be very serious. But there need 
be no loss of life by starvation, and 
there should be none, with all our 
modern resources for the prevention 
of so great a calamity. The horrors 
of 1847 will not be repeated in 1897. 


MORE POLICEMEN NEEDED.

LANDLORDS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Organization Formed for Protection | 
Against Bad Tenants. 


At a meeting yesterday of the own- 
ers and agents of the principal office 
buildings of the city, an organization 
was effected to be known as the Land- 
lords’ Association. Bylaws were then 
adopted and officers elected as follows: 
John Bryson, president; Dr. J. H. Bul- 
lard, vice-president; C. 8. Walton, sec- 
retary. 

The object of the association is to 
promote the general interests of its 
members and to protect them against 
bad tenants atid extortions. Article 7 
of the bylaws provides as follows: 

‘It shall be the duty of members 
to report in writing and signed with 
his name to the manager immediately, 
any tenant leaves the building with-' 
out full payment of his rent. Said re- 
port must give the name of the ten- 
ant, the cause for his leaving, and the 
amount he may be in arrears. It shall 
also be the duty of members to send 
a similar notice whenever he contem- 
plates ejecting a tenant for any cause, 
and also whenever anything comes to 
his knowledge affecting the general in- 
terests of members.” 

Failure to notify the association of 
bad tenants may subject the delinquent 
member to expulsion.

Materials from Which the State of 
California Has Beén Built Up. 
Former Hardship atid Pres- 
ent Prosperity. 


Crowds of Native Sons and Daugh- 
ters of the Golden West thronged the 
exhibit hall, galleries and clubrooms of 
the Chamber of Commerce last night, 
and these were reinforced by other 
crowds of native grandsons and grand- 
daughters, who appeared to enjoy ev- 
erything quite as much as the older 
people. The reception given at the 
Chamber of Commerce in honor of Ad- 
mission eve was a brilliant success. 
The whole place had been. transformed 
into a bower of green, with gay Jap~ 
anese lanterns gleaming among the 
palms, and huge Japanese umbrellas 
hanging like bright canopies high un- 
der the glass roof. The clubroom was 
draped and canopied with spicy, fern- 
like.pepper sprays, and decorated with 
tall clusters of papyrus. In the di- 
rectors’ room the long refreshment ta- 
ble was spread as usual, with great 
bowls of claret punch and dishes of 
ice cream, but a most usual and 
striking decoration was the big Cham- 
ber of Commerce bear, ruthlessly 
hauled: down from his high estate to 
display his furry majesty in the midst 
of such airy trifles as cream, punch and 
carnations. 

Up in the gallery opposite the main 
entrance a space was roped off for the 
Catalina Band, which kept things lively 
with its stirring music, and another for 
the speakers who shouted. their words 
of welcome and good cheer over the 
Te mass of heads in the hall be- 
ow. 

The programme.was. opened with the 
“Overture to William Tell,’’ played 
with a fire and dash in every measure 
that fairly electrified the listeners. 
Then William T. Craig, president ad 
the evening, made a short opening - 
dress of welcome to the members of the 
order and their guests, congratulating 
them upon the celebration. of the forty- 
seventh anniversary of the admission 
of California into the Union of States. 
They had assembled there, he said, not 
only to commemorate the event, but 
also to pay tribute to the memory of 
those brave pioneers who had founded 
this great and prosperous common- 
wealth. It was peculiarly fitting that 
the Native Sons of the Golden West 
should combine with the Chamber of 
Commerce in the celebration of this 
birthday anniversary of California, for 
the latter powerful organization typi- 
fied the material wealth and prosperity 
of California, while the twin orders of 
Native Sons and Native Daughters of 
the Golden West exalted the duties of 
the patriotic citizen, keeping alive the 
memories of those to whom the State 
owes its existence, while the Chamber 
of Commerce presses forward ever more 
eagerly to the future. Overhead were 
draped the two flags side by side; one, 
the Stars and Stripes which are elo- 
quent of a nation’s glory; the other, 
the old bear flag, emblematic of the 
pioneer, in memory of the brave adven- 
turers who claimed California as Amer- 
iean soil. The ritual.of the Native 
Sons has a broader patriotism than 
that of the State alone, it embraces the 
whole United States. 

Gen. Charles Forman, president of

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MEXICAN STEAMSHIPS. 


PLANS OF THE LOWER CALIFORNIA 
DEVELOPMENT COMPANY. | 


Regular Steamship Line to Be Es. 
tablished Bétween Southern Cal. 
ifornia and Meéxico—The First 
Steamer Will Sail from San 
Pedro Next Wednesday. 


Negotiations between the Mexican 
steamship line known as the Lower 
California Development Company of 
Ensenada: and thé merchants of Lcs 
Angeles have so far progressed that it 
may he said that a regular steamship 
line between all the ports of Mexico 
and those of Southern California will 
be realized in the near future. 

Frederic M. Lee, who represents the: 
steamship company, met on his last’ 
trip the Transportation Committee 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association and several of the mer- 
chants, when the proposition was 
thoroughly discussed. Mr. Lee stated 
at that meeting that next month one of 
the heavy stockholders will come to 
Los Angeles to make permanent and 
definite arrangements. The rest of the 
principal directors of the company are 
livine in London. 

There are at present in course of | 
construction two iron steamships, one 
of which will be finished in October. 
This steamship Will. be here, ready for 
traffic, early in January of 1898. The 
steamship company is very willing: to 
give Soythern California direct com- 
munication with Mexico twice or even 
four times a month, if warranted by 
the business. Mr. Lee promisé that 
freight rates could be established suf- 
ficiently low. to. enable the merchants 
of Southern California to compete with 
the San Francisco merchants, who: 
have for vears held the Mexican trade 
in their hands: ; 

While it was impossible for the mer- 
chants here to state even approxi- 
mately the amount of freight that 
could be depended upon from here, it 
was shown that with 500 miles in their 
favor the merchandise could be laid 
down in all ports of Mexico cheaper 
than was possible with goods from San 
Francisoo, provided the steamship 
company should make sufficiently low 
rates. A number of importers in Lus 
Angeles gave Mr. Lee large orders 
for Mexican products, such as rice, 
dates. coffee, cocoanuts, bananas, etc. 

Mr. Lee offered free transportation 
to any twelve representatives of mer- 
cantile housés ih Los Angéles for one 
trip down the coast and return, to en- 


able thern to look over the field and | 


see iust what business relations may 
be established. 

In accordance with this invitation 
letters have been sent to forty-two of 
the leading local business houses by 
Secretary Zeehandelaar of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, stating the proposition made by 
Mr. Lee. Several replies have already 
been received from firms which stand 
ready to send répresentatives to Mex- 
ico. The steamer will call at all ports 
as far south as San Benito, the low- 
est port on the coast of Mexico, and 
will remain long enough at each port 
to give the Los Angeles men time to 
see the local merchants. They may 
zo as far into the interior as the City 
of Mexico. 

The ports visited will be Ensenada, 
San Quintin, San José del Colo, Mazat- 
lan, San Blas, Puento Angel, Acapul- 
co, Saliya Crue and San Benito. The 
round trip between San Pedro and San 
Benito and return will take six weeks, 
during which time the Los Angeles 
merchants will be the guests of the 
steamship Company. . 
If such a steamer line were to b 
established it. will enable merchants 
here to supply the eastern markets 
with coffee, rice and fruits, and where- 
as the local market has been supplied 
heretofore with coffee from New Or- 
leans and New York, if this arrange- 
ment goes into effect, the Los Angelés 
merchants will be able to supply the 
home market from Mexico at mu¢h 
cheaper rates, in addition to supplying 
the eastern markets. Local producis 
may be shipped to Mexico in exchange 
for commodities from there. By this 
means @ large field of trade heretofore 
monopolized by San Francisco will be 
thrown open to Southern California. 

A report having reached Los Angeles 
that claims were made that San Diego 
was the only port which had met the 
requirements of the steamship company 
as to the amount of merchandise to 
be guaranteed, and would consequently 
be the only port of call in Southern 
California, a telegram was sent by 
Secretary Zeehandelaar to Mr. Lee, 
vesterday. asking for definite par- 
ticulars. Yesterday afternoon he 
received a reply stating that ‘The 
steamer Albion will leave San Pe- 
dro the 15th of September, early.” 
This answer has soothed all the ap- 
vrehensions of Los Angeles merchants, 
and proves that after all San Diego is 
not the only harbor on the Coast.

‘TRADE WITH MEXICO. In a re- 
cent issue, the monthly bulletin of the 
American Republics discusses the ques- 
tion of trade between the United States 
and Mexico. According to the latest 
consular reports, the trade is increas- 
ing at a ratio which promises rich re- 
In 
the calendar year 1895 the United. 
States exported to Mexico about $17,- 
000,000 worth of merchandise, or nearly 
as much as Mexico’s entire imports 
from Great Britain, France and Ger- 
many combined. The following year 
(1896,) Mexico’s purchases from the 
United States increased $4,000,000, while 
on the other hand Mexico had no rea- 
‘eon to complain of a lack of liberality 
in its purchases from her. During the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1895, it pur- 
chased more than $15,000,000 worth of 
goods from Mexico, or nearly $4,000,000 
more of its products than were taken 
by Great Britain, France, Germany and 
Spain combined. The Bulletin says: 

“It would seem that if the United 

States buys so much more from Mexico 
than those countries do, it ought to sell 
to her in the same proportion. That this 
is not now the case is due in gréat 
part to the lack of the necessary en- 
terprise, without which it will be dif- 
ficult to hasten the decline of the al- 
ready waning power of the long-estab- 
lished, but still vigilant, trade interests 
of England, Germany and France in its 
sister republic. The opportunity is 
there. The asperities of the Mexicans 
toward the United States, growing out 


of the war of half a century ago, have | 


almost entirely disappeared, and, un- 
der the wise and energetic administra- 
tion of President Diaz, closer rela- 
tions with this country are being sedu- 
lously cultivated. Capital, enterprise 
and industry from the United States 
are constantly flowing into Mexico, 
and the commercial relations of the 
two countries, if no untoward acci- 
dent prevents, will develop rapidly 
within the next few years.”

COMPANY. The rumor was current 
on the streets yesterday that the Tem- 


ple street railroad had been sold to 
J. W. Hellman. This is not true, the 
erroneous reporé being probably 


founded on the fact that the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ Bank represents the 
bondholders of the road, with whom 
the stockholders have been trying to 
negotiate a deal for some time past. 
The history of the Temple-street road 
-is one of continued disappointment to 
those interested in it. For ten years 
F . Wood, than whom there is no 
more able and persevering business 
man in the city, has worked inde- 
fatigably to place the property on a 
paying basis, but without avail. The 
road has never paid a cent of interest 
to the stockholders, and they have had 
to go down into their pockets to pay 
regular assessments, in crder to cover 
the interest on the $100,000, for which 
the road is bonded. Most of the stock 
was held by the Beaudry brothers, 
and is now owned by their estates. The 
time arrived when the estate of Pru- 
dent Beaudry was unable to pay the 
interest on the bonds, while the repre- 
‘sentatives of the Victor Beaudry es- 
tate, which is mostly located in 
Canada, were unwilling to continue to 
pay out money for which they saw no 
prospect of any return. Since then 
the main object of Mr. Weed has been 
to protect the interest of the bond- 
holders.

CHICAGO, Sept. 8.—Wheat opened strong 
at from 944@94% for December, compared 
with 96% at the close yesterday. For twenty 
minutes it struggled upward, and at the 
end of that time it had reached 96%. At 
around 96% people who had been selling for 
a scalp were compelled to buy, but about fhat 
time heavy holders of long wheat loaded the 
market with all it could hold, and continued 
Selling until the previous addition to the 
price had been driven out and a decline of % 
cent established, the price having receded 
from 96% to 955. Liverpool opened about %d 
higher, and somewhat later advices showed 
another advance. That was the reason for 
the opening strength. Paris also showed an 
advance, and foreign crop advices were also 
of a gloomy tenor. Chicago received 350 
cars of wheat, but only 10 of them were of 
contract quality, and eight of that small 
number were No. 2 spring wheat. Minne- 
apolis and Duluth got 52 cars, compared with 
920 the corresponding day of the previous 
year. The Atlantic port clearances of wheat 
and flour were equal to 651,000 bushels. Clos- 
ing cabiegrams reported material advances at 
Paris and Antwerp, equal to from 25@3%, 
per bushel at the former and 4 cents per 
bushel at the latter. The news from New 
York about the foreign demand for wheat was 
quite as strong as it was yesterday. Every- 
one who Offered wheat by cable last night 
received acceptances, and requests for fur- 
ther offers. New York took all the cash 
wheat offered from Detroit, according to a 
dispatch frdm the latter city, and a message 
emanating from St. Louis said that a London 
cablegram reported locusts in Santa Fé prov- 
ince, Argentina. The origin of the cablegram 
being rather obscure, not much attention was 
paid to it, but the great foreign demand for 
cash wheat and the strength of the conti- 
nental markets renewed the bullish feeling, 
and the decline that followed the first advance 
was recovered as the price of December 
once more reached 96%. At that price real- 
izing sales again seemed quite heavy, and the 
market gradually declined to 95%, where it 
closed, Corn was irregular. The market 
opened firm on the dry hot weather and con- 
tinued crop damage reports, the reports today 
being the worst so far received. This 


‘+ caused some covering by shorts and a slight 


advance, which was lost, however, when the 


weather bureau predicted rains in the corn’ 


belt, and against a break in the hot spell. 
A slight recovery ensued later with wheat. 
Oats were relatively firm, almost holding 
their own, although there was a break of % 
in corn at one time.

RIVERSIDE, Sept. 8—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence] Judge. Noyes on Wednesday 
handed down a decision in the suit of F. 
R. Weidenmueller vs. the Stearns Rancho 
Company, et al., in which he finds for the 
defendants, who include a large number of 
water users at West Riverside. The case has 
been in the courts for a long time, and has 
been hotly contested. The action was brought 
to enjoin defendants from removing the head 
gates in the canal opposite the plaintiff's 
The headgate was used by the 
plaintiff to “back up’’ and raise the water 
in the canal to a sufficient height to irrigate 
his premises. The gist of the opinion is to 
the effect that the plaintiff had the right 
only to divert the water from a level- not 
higher than the natural flow of the canal. 
He did not erect a headgate and back up the 
water in defiance of the defendant's rights, 
but through their express permission, there- 
fore, when he planted trees above the level 
of the natural flow of the water, he did so 
at his peril. The opinion holds that the 
doctrine of reasonable use does not apply to 
the facts in this case, but that it is con- 
fined to the rights of riparian proprietors to 
a natural stream. In concluding, the opinion | 
‘defines the difference between custom and 
privilege. The plaintiff had obtained the» 
privilege to back up the water by written 
permission from one of the defendant's’ 
lessees. Such privilege is not uniform, nor | 
universal in the vicinity of West Riverside, 
ence the opinion holds, for the purposes of 
this action, that. no custom has obtained 
as to the method of diverting water from 
the canal.
